Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. The use of the trademark is renders the claim indefinite. See MPEP21 73.05(u). 
If the trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of the 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). 
The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. In fact, the value of a trademark 
would be lost to the extent that it became descriptive of a product, rather than used as 
an identification of a source or origin of a product. Thus, the use of a trademark or trade 
name in a claim to identify or describe a material or product would not only render a 
claim indefinite, but would also constitute an improper use of the trademark or trade 
name. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 7, line 17 
"138" should be --1 28-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the core 128 and its bottom 152 for forming the seal 14 and the cylindrical collar 76 
consistently as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP 
§ 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

In the drawings filed May 24, 2002. Fig. 12 and 13 should show seal 14 and 
cylindrical collar 76 with the same type hatched lines so as to indicate the same 
material. Fig. 12 should show bottom 152 closing off gap 138. Fig. 12 and 13 
show seal 14 extending under core surface 152. However, this is erroneous as 
shown by the seal 14 shape in Figs. 5 and 6. 

Informal drawings Figs. 12 and 1 3 originally filed on March 4, 2002 show the 
correct configuration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

6. Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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The prior art does not teach the steps of injection molding wherein within the 
same mold cavity with three cavities, a second material flows through at least 
one portion of the second part, a passageway, into the first and third cavities.
